THE TOWN OF BUSSEY LEGALIZED. 

H.B'.BlO. 

.AN ACT to lell&llze the lnoorporatlon of the town of Busey, Marlon oonnty, Iowa, ad 
the aog of tile oU:r counoU thereof. 

WHEREAS, on the 11th da;yof March, 1895, a petition in due form was 
presented to the Hon. J. H. Henderson, judge of the district court of Iowa 
ila and for Marion county, asking for the appointment of commissioners to 
call·an election of the town of Bussey, Marion county, Iowa, to vote upon 
the incorporation of &aid town under th -3 name ef "Bussey;" and, 

WHEREAS, the said court, finding the petition sufficient, appointed com­
missioners to ~1 an election and give notice as provided by law; and, 

WHEREAS, said Commissioners so appointed called an election and at said 
eleclion a majority of the votes cast were in favor of incorporation and the 
result of said election was duly reported to the clerk of the disnoict court of 
Marion county; and, 

WHEREAS, at an election called for the purpose of selecting members 
the town council certain members were declared elected who had received 
a majority of the votes cast; and, 

WBEB.EA.S, doubts have arisen as to the legality of the Mts of said conn· 
cU, as to the validity ef ordinances passed, taxes levied, franchises granted, 
and official acts done, for the reason that the petition for incorporation was 
not filed or presented to the district court of said county or entered upon 
any· docket or record of said court, or any trial or procedure had or entered 
of record in said court; therefore, 
Be it enaottd by the General ..4.sll67hbly of the Bta.te of IotDa: 

SECTION 1. Valid and binding. That the incorporation of· the town 
of Bussey, Marion county, Iowa; the election of its officers; all official acts 
dona; franchises granted; and ordinances passed by the council of said_ 
town prior to the third day of July, A. D. 1899, not tn contravention with 
the laws of this state, are hereby legalized and the same are hereby declared 
valid and bindillg the same as though the law in all respects had been 
strictly complied with. 

BEe. 2. Pending litigation. This act shall not affect pending litiga­
tion.

CHAPTER 194. 
ORDINANCES, ETC. 1 OF THE COUNCIL OF THE TOWN OF PRIMGBAB LEGALIZED. 

H.Ji'.1Bl. 

AN ACT to legalize the resolution•, ordinances and proceedings of the oonnoU of the 
Incorporated town of Primrhar, O'Brien county, Iowa. 

WHEREAS, many of the ordinances of the town of P.rimghar, Iowa, here­
tofore passed were not properly certified to as having been legally passed 
and published as provided by law; and 

WHEREAS, many of the ordinances and resolutions of said town were 
irregularly and illegally passed; and 

WHEREAS, in many of said ordinances the subject therein contained is 
not clearly set forth in the title thereof, as required by law; and 

Wm:REAS, questions have arisen as to the legality of ordinances, resolu­
tions, and proceedings of the council; therefore, 
Be it enacted by the Gt!IMral As116mbly of the State of Iowa: 

SECTION 1. Transactions made legal and binding. That all of the 
resolutions and proceedings of the council of the incorporated town of 
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Primghar, O'Brien county, Iowa, and all of the ordinances recorded on the 
ordinance book of the said town of Primghar, and not inconsistent with the 
laws of the state, ~ng and including ordinance number one to ordinance 
number forty-nine inclusive, be and are hereby ratified, con1lrmed, and 
legalized in all respects, and each and all of said resolutions, proceedings, 
and ordinances are hereby held to be valid and binding to the same e:s:tent 
as if the law had been fully complied with in adopting, passing, certifying, 
and publlshing the same. 

SEc. 2. Pending litigation. Nothing in this act ahall affect pending 
litigation. 

SEc. 3. In eft'eot. This act, being deemed of immediate importance, 
will be in full force and effect on and after its publication in the Des Moines 
Leader, a newspaper published in Des Moines, Iowa, and in the O'Brien 
County Democrat, a newspaper published at Prlm.rhar, low&, said publica· 
tion to be without e:s:pense to the state.

CHAPTER 195. 
ACTS OF OFFICERS OF TOWN OF ST. ANTHONY LEGALIZED.

AN ACT \o leplize the reaolutiona and proceedl.nga of 'he ocunoU and mayor of the 
incorporated town of Saint Anthony, Marahall county, Iowa. 
WHEREAS, certain resolutions and prooeedings of the incorporated town 

of Saint ~nthony, Marshall county, Iowa, were not properly and fully 
recorded in their book of records and minutes of the proceedings of said 
council; and 

WHEREAS, some of the council were not properly sworn in after being 
duly elected, and the mayor after being duly and legally elected failed to 
properly qualify; and 

WHEREAS, questions have arisen as to the legality of the proceedings of 
said council and of the acts of the mayor from the organiution of the town 
to September 29th, 1899: [therefore] 

1J6 it enacted by th6 Gtmeral Assembly of th6 State of Iowa: • 

SECTION 1. Transactions legalized. That all acts, resolutions, and 
proceedings of the council of the incorporated town of Saint Anthony, Mar· 
shall oouilty, Iowa, and all acts of the mayor of said incorporated town 
from the organization of the town to September 29th, 1899, not in con1lict 
with the laws of Iowa, are hereby legalized and of as binding force as 
though they had been in strict conformity with law. 

SBC. 2. In eft'ect. This act, being deemed of immediate importance, 
shall be in force and e:ff~t from and after its publication in the Iowa State 
Register and D.3s Moines L'lader, newspapers published at Daa Moines, 
Iowa, without e:s:pense to the state.
